4 MONTREAL BLAZE. 


Several Lumber Yards Burned—Loss Sixty 
Thousand Dollars. 

MONTREAL, Que., July 14.—The lum- 
ber yards of J. Broussea, Joseph Robert 
& Son and Charles Broulette, on St. 
Catherine street, were consumed by a fire 
which started in the yard of the last-named 
firm last night. For a time it seemed as if all 
the houses in Shaw street and in the con- 
tiguous portion of the city would be destroyed, 
but the efforts of the fire brigade were finally 
successful in checking the spread of the 
flames. A number of small houses were burned 
down, and a great deal of household furniture 
destroyed in an attempt to get it out of reach 
of the fire. The loss is about fifty thousand 
dollars.

NWOT COURT HIM. 


THE KENTOCKY EDITOR WRITES AGAIN 


For Fear That the Suffering Public Might 
Forget Him- Governor Hm Can Head 
the Epistles and smile Thereat. 


LouisviiuE, Ky., July 14.—In The Courier- ; 


Journal this morning Hon. Henry Watterson 
answers a recent Washington letter in The 
New York World. In this letter occurs this 
passage: | 

Watterson’s personal dislike of Governor Hin 
may justifiably be very strong. 

Mr. Watterson says: 

The editor of The Courier-Journal has not the 
smallest personal dislike of Governor Hill. If the 
governor and his friends are satisfied with the 
episode referred to, assuredly Mr. Watterson has 
no desire to disturb their equanimity. 
In the meantime, however, he does 
not regard the governor as the probable, 
perhaps not even a possible, democratic nominee 
for president in 1892. The reasons condensed are: 
@i. That there is a wide spread feeling, un- 
founded though it be, that Cleveland was de- 
feated by the same dealin New York with which 


Hill was connected. Thöse who believe this may 


be turned from following after Cleveland, but 
they will not support Hill. In 1880 the party re- 
* ap Tilden, but it did not rally to John 
Kelly. The cases now and then are, of course, not 
parailel, and yet there is likeness enough to make 
one serve to point the moral of the other. 
2. Governor Hill is not in sympathy with the 
t democratic movement for tax retorm where 
stands now. That issue which has been uni- 
versally accepted by the democrats and made ex- 
plicitand clcar, is still doubtful; but during the 
Struggle when there were enemies inside the 
arty, Governor Hill was an enemy of progress. 
overnor Hill will be felt in the next democratic. 
convention, but on the side of obstruction, not of 
creation. He may hope to defeat Cleve and 
make New York decide the final resulta. 
This must leave the governor in the unpleasing, 
role of a managing politician—cold, unfeeling, 
vengeful and narrow—a merely selfish, short 
sighted man, incapable of sacrafices, or generous 
impulse, or my conceptions of any sort. 
Governor Hill is not a likelihood for the nomi- 
nation, for any hope for that, he must show him- 
self a better man than the country thus far be- 
lieves him to be. Governor Hill knows as little of 
public affairs and men as Cleveland did on com- 
ing to the presidency, but is said to be à bright 
man. In that case he may yet profit in time by 
—— kindly, though unpleasant, counsel given 
iim. 


LOADED WITH DYNAMITE. 


A Steamship Blown to Pieces and Several 
Lives Lost. 

New York, July 14.—A terrible explosion 
occurred on board the steamship A. C. Booth, 
lying at dock in South Brooklyn this forenoon, 
Two men were killed outright and shockingly 
mutilated, While three others were badly in- 
jured. The explosion was caused by dyna- 
mite, which was in the cargo of the ship. 
The Booth arrived at this port on Friday last 
from Hamburg, and has a. crew of twenty- 
three men. Longshoremen were engaged in 
hoisting out the cargo this morning. Wiliam 
Regan and Cornelius Hayes were in the hold 
ofthe ship handling boxes that contained 
dynamite. One ofthe boxes was put in a 
sling and hoisted towards the deck. When 
near the hatchway it struck the combing. An 
explosion followed with a loud report, giving 
the impression that the steamship had been 
blown up. The force of the explosion blew 


an immense hole in the stern of the vessel, 


Regan was blown to pieces, portions of his 
body being scattered in all directions. 
Parts were picked up and put 
into a bag. Hayes had part of his 
back blown off and was killed. 

A machinist named Irwin Eveason, who was 
repairing a watertank on the deck of the ves- 
sel, was badly injured, his jaw and leg bei ng 
broken. . 

William Williams, who was standing near 
the hatchway, had his right ankle broken and 
his thigh fractured. 

A fireman named James Kent, attached to 
one of the engines, fell into the hold and 
broke hisdeg. 

The Booth sank at the dock late in the after- 
noon and Captain Saville was put under ar- 
rest for violation of the penal eode of the 
state. The captain declared he was not aware 
he had been carrying dynamite. 


THE TROUBLESOME NAVAJOES. 


They Are Preparing to Resist the Arrest of 
Their Leaders. 

Denver, Col., July 14.—A special to The 
Rocky Mountain News from Flagstaff, Ariz., 
says: A sheep herder arrived at this place 
last night with information that the Navajo 
Indians were gathering in vast numbers, and 
seemed to be greatly excited and are preparing 
to resist any attempt on the part of the gov- 
ernment to arrest the leaders in their raids on 
cattle and sheep ranges in this vicinity. They 
have warned the stockmen to leave their im- 
aginary territory to them, threatening their 
lives if they do not do so, and it is the belief of 
the people that this is the commencement of 
the expected outbreak of the Navajo Indians. 
Twenty-five more citizens left here last night 
to reinforce Sheriff Francis and his posse of 
cowboys, and telegrams have been forwarded 
to the governor asking for troops to be ready 
to come at once. The sheriff issued warrants 
for the arrest of the chief and others, but it is 
believed that they will only succeed in making 
things worse, as they are only a handful to so 
many well-armed Indians.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., July 14.—A lynching, 
without any apparent adequate cause, oc- 
curred last night at Love, a small station on 
the Illinois Central railroad in DeSoto county, 
Mississippi. The victim wasa negro named 
Samuel Gillespie. Gillespie was arrested yes- 
terday afternoon for rescuing another negro, 
charged with larceny, from an officer. Instead 
of taking Gillespie to Hernando county seat 
and lodging him in jail, Deputy Sheriff Elder, 
who had charge of him, concluded to keep 
him confinedin aroom at Love until this 
morning, 

About midnight a mob of masked men 
forcedan entrance into the room and took 
charge of the negro, marched him to a tree a 


death. The corpse was found with twenty- 
one bullet holes in it. The coroner held an 
inquest, the result of which was a verdict that 
the deceased wasshot and killed by persons 
unknown. Gillespie was regarded asa bad 
negro. He had a fight with a white man about 
six months ago, and won the battle.

The Senatorial Districts. 


Mr. Fleming of Richmond—The author of 
the bill revising the senatorial districts of the 
state introduced a resolution providing for the 
appointment of a joint committee of eight 
from the house and five from the senate to 
whom the bill is to be referred. 

This was amended by making the committee 
fifteen from the house and eight from the 
senate. It was then passed.

The house went into committee of the whole 
on a resolution by Mr. Goodwin, of Fulton, 
which provided for the purchase of a portrait 
of John Milledge, which isnow in the state 
library.

Goodwin, of Fulton, providing that the 
Georgia Military institute be placed under the 
inspection of the military authorities of the 
state, and also that graduates of that institute 
be elegible to hold commissionsin the state 
service without further examination. 

Mr. Sears, of Webster, jumped on the 
resolution with both feet, and took occasion to 
pay his respects in a similar vein to the 
militia of the state in general. He didn’t 
want any military in his in any shape or form. 

Mr. Martin, of Fulton, then explained that 
the Georgia Military institute was already in- 
corporated; that the state was not asked to 
father it, and that no appropriation was, or 
would be, asked for. 

This brought Mr. Atkinson, of Coweta, to 
his feet. He went for the resolution with 
sleeves rolled up, claiming that it was a pri- 
vate institution — ad vantage of other 
institutions in the state by getting the endorse- 
ment and recognition of the state. He said 
the resolution was only a step toward getting 
the state to support this institution, Which he 
declared was in no light a necessity. 

Then there was a general pyrotechnic dis- 
lay of eloquence by several members in de- 
ense of the military of the state in general, 

until a point of order was raised. 

The point was not sustained, however, and 
the military champions continued their effu- 
sions until their enthusiasm died out. 

At the conclusion of this fusilade, Mr. At- 
kinson again returned to the breach, and for 
five minutes shelled the Georgia Military in- 
stitute in regular flint-lock and slug double- 
barreled fashion. 

He said it was a private institution, whose 
primary object was to make money, and sec- 
ondary object to educate boys. It wanted to 
get at least superticially the patronage of the 
state to help it make money. If this precedent 
was set the result would be that every other 
institution in Georgia would clamor for some 
sort of legislative recognition. 

In the end the Georgia Military institute 
could come to the state and say, here we are 
established; now support us. Mr. Atkinson 
also severely charged that part of the resolu- 
tion authorizing the appointment of graduates 
of the Georgia Military institute to commis- 
sionsin the state service without further ex- 
amination. 

Nr. Gilbert, of Muscogee, wanted to amend 
pe resolution by striking out the clause re- 

ting to the appointing of graduates to com- 
mission, but he was ruled out of order.

So far as Monroe county is concerned, 
it is left in a district of three counties, but under 
the new dispensation it would be the largest of 
three. There is, therefore, not much of ajlocal in- 
terest involed either way.

“T have not fully made up my mind on the sena- 
torial district bill,“ said Senator Bennett, but I 
think I shall oppose it. My county is put in a 
district with five other counties, making six in all, 
and it is the only district in the bill which has six 
counties. Under the rotation system one doesn’t 
and cannot get to the senate very often in a three- 
county district, and he would forget all he knew 
about legislation if he had to wait until five other 
counties each took their turn.“ 


“Iam writing an amendment to a railroad 
charter,” said Senator Johnson. ‘There are three 
provisions that, in my judgment, ought to be in- 
sertedineach such charters—prohibiting com- 
panies from taking private property without 
compensation being first paid; from using public 
roads without consent of the county authorities, 
and from uniting or consolidating in order to de- 
feat or lessen competition. Iam aware that two 
ot these prohibitions are in the constitution but I 
think it well to insert them in every charter and 
leave nothing to construction,” 


“I do not think the constitution contemplates,” 
said Senator McRae, that senatorial districts 
Shall be made up with special reference to popu- 
lation, though, as power is given the legislature 
to change the districts after each United States 
census, population may be taken into account. It 
is to be remembered that the constitution says 
the legislature may make a change, not that it 
shall be done. As in all proposed changes, there 
will be reasons advanced by those in favor of this 
one, and they should be carefully considered be- 
fore we take action.“ 


„A legislator is a public benefactor,” said Sen- 
ator Glenn, ‘‘who undertakes to lessen the enor- 
mous bulk of special laws which fill the statute 
books. The bound volumes are getting larger 
every year solely on account of special legislation 
which might be avoided by the passage of a few 
general laws. If the bill which I introduced today 
becomes a law, the establishment and abolition of 
county courts will dependſentirely upon the ac- 
tion of the grand juries and the legislature will 
not have to trouble itself and consume time in 
passing bills for the same purpose. 


“I can’t say that I favor the bill introduced 
in the bouse rearranging the senatorial dis- 
tricts,’’ said Senator O'Neal. We have had these 
districts for thirty years, the counties joined to- 
gether have become accustomed to the associa- 
tion, and the rotary system is acquiesced in by 
practically all the districts and counties. It 
seems to mea case of ‘let well enough alone,’ 
and I do not feel like changing a law, so long of 
force, and which has worked so well, unless 
stronger reasons are urged than those I have 
heard announced inthe few days since the bill 
began to be a topic for informal discussion among 
members of both houses.“ 


“The object of my bill,” said Senator Williams, 
“is to enable the Savannah Volunteer Guards to 
make titles to their old armory lot to the United 
States, so that a new government building, for 
the custom house, postoffice, etc., may be erected, 
When the armory was burned some time ago, 
work on such a building was progressing on 
another lot, but it was suspended by the treasury 
department at the instance of the citizensof Sa- 
vannah, who preferred the lot belonging to the 
Guards, which the latter were willing to sell, 
since they had no longer an armory on it. The 
new site seems to meet with general approval.” 


“Our county judge,“ said Senator Smith of the 
twenty-eighth district, who has had many years’ 
service on the bench, finds it difficult to obtain 
the six jurors requisite in a county court, if only 
twelve are summoned. As six strikes are allowed, 
there is no way tocomplete the jury if all the 
strikes are exhausted and any fail to appear or 
are disqualified, unless tales jurors are summoned, 
and that is not altogether desirable. With a 
panel of eighteen, it will not be difficult to obtain 
a jury of six to try any case, and in a press of 
business it might be possible to try a case with a 
jury with one jury out.” 


„I've got switched off every time,” said Senator 
Lane, when I tried to get up my bill fora board 
of equalization of taxes in every county. Why if 
people knew all there was in that bill there 
wouldn’t be a vote against itin this senate—no, 
notone. It’s better than a good bill; it’s a moral 
bill. It removes temptation from people who take 
the taxpayers’ oath without reading itand then 
return their property for a quarter of what it is 
worth. Just think what a load of temptation will 
be lightened in Georgia if this bill passes. I tell 
you this bill is good for the people, both here and 
hereafter, and it’s bound to pass sure.“ 


„My sole object in offering my constitutional 
amendment,” said Senator Callaway, is to limit 
the entire session of any one legislature to 100 
days, and put its extension beyond legislative 
control. Whether the 100 days shall be consumed 
in the fall and winter, or be divided between two 
sessions as now, I leave to the discretion of each 
legislature. It ae! be expedient to have, asa 
general rule, an adjourned session, to meet any 
contingency happening in the middle of a term. 
However, my amendment has nothing to do with 
that; it only limits each legislature’s sitting to 100 
days, no matter how many sessions may be held.“ 


“There are so many interests and so much dif- 
ference in persons and communities,” said Sena- 
tor Irvine, that much of our general legislation, 
especially in reférence to the penal .code, weil 
enough for middle and south Georgia, does not 
work smoothly in north Georgia. As my section 
can be outvoted, the rest of the state most always 
has its way, and as our criminal laws müst be of 
universal application, the result is always not 
just as we would have it. Many laws suitabie to 
the black belt do not fit our section at all.“

ATLANTA, GA., July 15, 1891. 
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It Is Time to Act. 

The general council at its meeting this 
morning can very well afford to close the 
contract for the new waterworks. 

It was eminently right and proper 
that the council should move prudently 
and without haste in a matter of such 
importance. It has had plenty of time 
for consideration and investigation. It 
had the waterworks committee and the 
water board to aid it in solving the 
problem. The matter has been post- 
poned from time to time, and doubtless 
for good reasons, but this delay cannot 
go on indefinitely. 

The people have come to the conclu- 
sion that our council has had ample 
time and good opportunities for satisfac- 
torily disposing of this matter. Further 
delay must be avoided if possible. It is 
a notorious fact that our 70,000 people 
have a water supply sufficient for about 
forty thousand. Our sanitary needs 
make a larger supply imperatively neces- 
sary; our manufacturing interests re- 
quire it, and as a safeguard against de- 
structive conflagrations we must have it. 

There is danger in delay. Granting 
that there has been no unnecessary post- 
ponement up to this time, it is never- 
theless the general opinion that it is 
now time to act decisively and finally. 
The meeting today should wind up the 
business and close a contract with some- 
body for the new waterworks. We are 


not likely to gain anything by waiting, 
and we may suffer great damage. 


A Condition and Not a Theory. 

The Richmond Dispatch is inclined to be- 
lieve that the old theory of our government 
has been knocked into a cocked hat by ex- 
isting conditions. 

Our contemporary says that this is prac- 

tically a government of unlimited powers. 
The pretended ratification of the thirteenth, 
fourteenth and fifteenth amendments, the 
erection of West Virginia into a state, and 
the action of the government in controlling 
the private business of tobacco manufactur- 
ers and others, to say nothing of the emanci- 
pation of the slaves, make ic plain that the 
central power has reached the point where 
it proposes to have its own way without re- 
gard to the reserved rights of the states. 
y And yet, as Ben Hill said in his recon- 
struction speeches, our lawmakers and pub- 
lic officials continue to take an oath to obey 
the constitution. Shall we give up a theory 
founded on a rock for a condition built upon 
the sand? If we are to accept every uncon- 
stitutional usurpation of power as binding 
upon future generations there will soon be 
very little left of the republic, and Jeffer- 
sonian democracy will be only a dazzling 
dream. 

The Dispatch may give expression to these 
gloomy views in order to reawaken the old 
loyalty to the constitution which built up 
and maintained the union until it passed 
under the control of the party of centraliza- 
tion. It certainly is not ready to subscribe 
to the doctrine that the government at 
Washington is one of unlimited powers. We 
are not ready yet to yield ali the rights of 
statehood, and the reforms now demanded 
by the masses indicate a general desire to 
return to first principles and restore the re- 
public of Washington and Jefferson. The 
pendulum of public opinion sometimes 
swings very far in the wrong direction, but 
without a violent interruption it swings 


bank again. With a little help it will swing 
back now. 


The Duties in Citizenship. 

The Philadelphia Times suggests that 
citizenship should be taught, and it has a 
very interesting and suggestive article on the 
subject. This article is in decided contrast 
to the letter of Mr. Edward Atkinson in 

_which he asks us if we have taken the 
trouble to give the negroes a political train- 
ing, and if we have taught them their duties 
as citizens. 

T be Times, referring to the fact that thefe 

is no governing class in this country accord- 
ing to the theory of our institutions—all the 
people having an equal share in the respon- 
sibilities—says that the time has come when 
our system of education should be directed 
chiefly towards the work of teaching the 
duties of citizenship in a government in 

_ which the citizens are the rulers, This is 
more important than it may appear to be. 

It is a suggestion that goes to the very core 
of things, and there is more in favor of it 
than The Times advances. Our Philadel- 
phia contemporary truly says that the neces- 
sity that citizenship should be taught grows 
out of the increase of our foreign population, 
amounting to five and a quarter millions in 
ten years, and the consequent increase of a 
voting population ignorant of our institu- 
tions, and also out of the impulse toward 
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ago the additions to our foreign population 
were chiefly men who loved liberty better 


than they did tlieir native land. They were 


neither ignorant nor vicious. They quickly 
assimilated with our own population and 
some of the most eminent Americans are 
their descendants. On the other hand, the 
great majority of the immigrants who have 
sought our shores during the past ten years 
have come over with no knowledge of or love 
for liberty, and bristling with the idea that 
all authority and all government are imposi- 
tions to be eliminated by the torch, the 
dagger, and the dynamite bomb. There is 
also, as The Times says, an idea that the 
government should support the people, and 
this idea has made rapid even 
among those who call themselves democrats. 

So far as the south is concerned, however, 
there is a more important reason why the 
duties of citizenship should be taught in our 
public schools. The real nature of the negro 
problem consists in the fact that the negroes 
even when fairly well educated, have no un- 
derstanding whatever of the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of citizenship, and the prin- 
ciples on which our government is based. 
The only idea they have of the government 
is, that it is a great power which has selected 
them as its wards. It may be said, too, that 
there are many white peuple emerging from 
our schools who have no definite knowledge 
of the science of government, Citizenship 
is not taught in our schodis, and the result 
is a woeful ignorance as to the powers and 
duties of the government. 

There is great room for reform here, and 
it is to be hoped that thoughtful persons at 
the head of affairs will turn their attention 
to the matter. 


Was It Blackmail ? 

In his latest statement Mr. Wanamaker 
allowed his tongue to run away with him. 
Speaking of the fraudulent stock issued by 
the Keystone bank, he said: 

Granville B. Haines and Lawyer Huey, with 
Marsh, came to Washington and saw me with 
reference to some settlement of the claim I had 
against the stock.

Now that the vice presi- 
dent of the bank and Mrs. Lucas’s lawyer added 
their testimony, I felt obliged to say that they 
must either settle with me or I could not, in jus- 
tice to myself, allow the comptroller of the currency 
to longer remain in ignorance of the fact that it 
was claimed that there had been an illegal issue 
of stock. 


Now, here is a plain admission by Mr. 
Wanamaker that he tried to force a settle- 
ment that would take his fraudulent stock 
off his hands by threatening to expose the 
illegality of the stock to the comptroller of 
the currency! 

There is nothing like it in our official 
annals. Mr. Wanamaker publicly avows 
his blackmailing operations with a smile as 
childlike and bland as the one he wears be- 
fore his Bible class at Bethany. He calmly 
admits his crookedness and is not ashamed. 

Is the administration prepared to carry 
John Wanamaker on its back in the coming 
campaign? 


The Effect of the Copyright Law. 

The new international copyright law is 
still a subject of discussion, and our con- 
temporaries are making various predictions, 
Some say that the law will have the effect 
of increasing the price of copyright books, 
and others are of the opinion that the bloom- 
ing profession of piracy will come toa sud- 
den end. 

It is to be observed, meanwhile, that the 
authors are “‘layin’ low an’ sayin’ nothin',“ 
but the probability is that they are doing a 
good deal of thinking. If this is the case 
the majority of them must have discovered 
by this time that, for all the benefits it con- 
fers on the American author in Great Britain 
and the colonies, the law may as well have 
been defeated. Thisis perhaps a narrow 
view to take of the matter, yet it is essential 
to a clear understanding of the matter that 
such a view be taken, for one of the main 
purposes of the law was to open the markets 
of the English-speaking countries to Ameri- 
can authors. The benefits accruing to 
British and foreign authors were merely the 
necessary incidents of this purpose, other- 
wise the law would be a piece of gratuitous 
nonsense. 

The idea of those who were pushing the 
bill was that the British parliament would 
authorize a reciprocal measure, but parlia- 
ment has done nothing of the kind. Ameri- 
can authors have been told that the benefits 
of technical copyright are still open to them 
—that is to say they can acquire a technical 
right in their books by publishing them in 
Great Britain on the same day they are pub- 
lished in this country. THe CoNnsTITUTION 
set forth these facts when the copyright bill 
was pending, and there is no news in the 
situation for our readers, 

The fact about the pirates is, that the bill 
will have little or no affect on their business, 
except so faras the works of well-known 
writers on both sides are concerned. The 
new or unknown writers who stand most in 
need of protection will continue to be the 
victims of the pirates. In short the situa- 
tion is about the same as it was before the 
law was passed except in the case of well- 
known foreign writers. 

As to the increase of prices, we thing that 
any attempt in that direction will correct 
itself. American publishers who are sure 
of the market will be inclined to lower prices 
rather than to increase them. It is a fact 
that there are now cheap editions of most 
American copyright books, and it is absurd 
to suppose that English or foreign copyright 
books will be held at higher prices than the 
books of American authors. 


A Timely Topic. 

At this season of the year thousands of 
busy people find themselves oppressed by 
“that tired feeling“ mentioned in so many 
patent medicine advertisements. They sud- 
denly become aware of the fact that they 
have livers and nerves. They are dyspeptic, 
or they suffer from nervous prostration or 
general debility. 

Victims of these maladies stay at home 
and take medicine, or they go to the country 
to make arrangements for getting back to 
the city. If they have strength enough they 
try athletic exercises. 

Now, some cases may require these reme- 
dies, but a much simpler course of treat- 
ment would benefit the majority. A writer 
in The Philadelphia Press pronounces walk- 
ing the simplest and best physical exercise. 
It builds up and sustains the muscles and 
benefits the entire system, Asan enthusiast 
on the subject puts it: The arms swing 
backward and forward, keeping step, as it 
were, with the legs; the chest expands and 
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feet rise and fall, while the head rides over 
all, but not as a deadhead,”’ 

All this is true, but there is very little 
walking these days in our country. In 
Europe it is different. ‘There the handsome 
and well-developed people who are able to 
ride do a great deal of walking, and they at- 
tribute their health and comeliness to that 
mode of exercise. Especially is this true of 
European ladies. 

There is nothing new in all this. Dickens 
kept his health in good condition by walk- 
ing, and the same is true of Mr. Gladstone. 
It lengthened the life of Emerson, and Pro- 
fessor Richards, of Yale, who sometimes 
walks forty-five miles in twelve hours, recom- 
mends walking for dyspeptics and sufferers 
from various organic diseases. 

Why not start the Walking Cure as a 
regular thing? Unfortunately, as Charles 
Lamb said, it ‘can never be popular, as its 
very vulgarity bars it out of the list of ath- 
letic exercises. The Press admits this, but 
goes on to say: 

But it may coax certain weak-kneed persons to 
the habit if they should hear of the famous case 
of Luigi Cornaro, the Venetian who, after indulg- 
ing in nearly every form of popular dissipation, 
in the fastest city of Europe, found life a burden 
at the age of thirty-five. At forty he was told by 
his physicians that nothing would prolong his 
days beyond two or three years. Suddenly then 
he changed his mode of living. He became an 
ascetic in his diet, and gave his mind to “the con- 
templation of fine scenery, noble buildings, beauti- 
ful combinations of color and music,” these 
studies keeping him the most of the time in the 
open air, and leading him upon many and consid- 
erable pedestrian tours. The result was that at 
the age of eighty-three Cornaro began a series of 
written discourses on The Advantages of a 
Temperate Life,“ the fourth and last of which was 
prepared when he was ninety-five. He died with- 
out pain, “and like one who falls asleep,“ at the 
age of one hundred and four. 

‘Cornaro’s case is frequently quoted, and 
it is worth studying. Dissipation, impru- 
dent living and.overwork make many com- 
paratively young persons feel that they have 
lost all their strength and energy, and yet 
they neglect the simple remedies that would 
assist nature and put them on their feet 
again. The thing for them to do is to adopt 
Cornaro’s diet, modified to suit their needs, 
and walk themselves into good health again.

CIDAL INTENT. 


AnInmate of a House on Collins Street 
Commits Suicide—The Coroner's In- 
quest Yesterday Afternoon. 


One more unfortunate gone to her rest. 

Edna Broadus, a handsome young woman— 
a lite ot dissipation—a box of morphine—a 
coroner’s inquest. 

Found in a dying condition in her room, at 
Madam Abbie Howard’s, at 20’clock yesterday 
afternoon. Dead a little after 4 o’clock. 

There was no evidence to show that it was a 
suicide, and her companions seem to think 
the death accidental, but the verdict of 
the jury was suicide. 

The physicians who attended her were of the 
same opinion. 

No reason can be given for the deed unless 
it be natural despondency over her life. 

A little after 1 o’clock yesterday morning 
the woman retired to her room, séemingly a 
little despondent, but bidding those with her 
good night in acheery manner. She left word 
2 to be awakened for breakfast as she needed 
sleep. 

Just before 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon a 
servant knocked at her door. There was no 
reply, and a heavier knock was given. The 
door was then shaken violently, and still no 
reply. The servant spoke to some of the 
other inmates, who lent their aid to the task 
of awakening the woman. Not succeeding, 
they became suspicious and tried to break 
down the door. 

A panel was knocked out and the room was 
entered. There stretched out upon the bed was 
the woman, her mouth open, her eyes half 
open and a little foam around her lips. She 
was white and etill but for her long and lound 
breathing. Lying near her was a box bearing 
the label of morphine. In it was alittle of the 
powder. 

It was realized at once that she wasina dying 
state, and physicians were bhurried to the place. 
Doctors Childs, Bak and Stockbridge arrived 
in a few minutes and worked faithfully and 
skillfully to save her life. 

They state that the drug must have been 
taken at least ten hours before they saw her, 
and it was impossible to do any good. 

She never returned to consciousness and 
never spoke a word. 

The coroner’s inquest was held at the house, 
the verdict being that death was due to an 
— of morphine taken with suicidal in- 

nt. 

The woman was known as Edna Broadus, 
and was a brunette of unmistakable 
beauty. She was apparently not over twenty 
oo her age is given at twenty-five.. She 

as been at this house for over a year, coming 
to Atlanta from Nashville. 

Her most intimate friend in the house states 
that her right name is Edna Crandall, and 
that her home was in Indiana. 

Edna was my intimate friend,“ says this 
woman, and if she had any trouble she would 
tell me. I saw her last night and she told me 
good night in her usual manner, which was quite 
pleasant. She seemed a little despondent, but 
no more. I believe the death was accidental.“ 

It was the woman's expressed wish that if 
she should die to have no word sent to her 
relatives, but wanted to be buried in the place 
she died.

“No; decidedly not,“ he said. The law is 
plain, and the company that does not observe 
it lays itself liable to be disbanded. When I 
took my company to Chattanooga a few weeks 
ago I had to get permission. 

“Companies should remember that as citi- 
zens they are one thing, and as soldiers they 
are entirely different, and must strictly follow 
the law. In case of leaving a state, permis- 
sion must certainly be gotten to leave and 
enter other states. They are soldiers, and are 
not allowed to go running around loose.“

The misjoinder of offenses in the same count 
of \n indictment is matter of form, and under the 
Code of Georgia, is no ground for arresting judg- 
ment upon a verdict finding the accused guilty 
in express terms of one of the offenses so charged, 

2. Robbery by force and robbery by intimida- 
tion are not two offenses but different grades of 
the same offense, and both may be chargedin the 
same count. 

3. Robbery by intimidation was a felony prior 
to the act of March 20th, 1866, and wasjnot reduced 
to a misdemeanor by that act. Consequently, it is 
still a felony. Where a bill as passed by the gen- 
eral assembly applies by number to one section of 
the code, and as enrolled, signed by the presiding 
officers of the two houses and approved by the

had taken his money and that the accused was 
present. The evidence indicating that all this 
took place immediately after the criminal act 
and as a natural and probable con ence there- 
from, it was admissible as a part of the res gestae. 

5. Although the prosecutor was intoxicated 
when he was robbed, it was not competent 
evidence for the accused that the three nights 
previously thereto he was in a certain saloon in-

THE NEW YORK STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock

Messrs. T. J. Cooledge, M. M. Mauck and 
others appeared before the commission with a 
complaint against the railroads. 

Mr. Cooledge, who acted as spokesman, said 
that the railroads, with only one exception, 
would only haul paints, linseed oil and tur- 
pentine one day in the week. They wanted 
the commission to compel the railroads to 
carry these articles everyiday in the week, as 
it was a great inconvenience to their cus- 
tomers. 

Nr. Sol Haas replied in behalf of the rail- 
roads. He said that none of these articles were 
siipped by the carload, and that to carry them 
every day in the week, the other goodsin the 
car would become injured and would thus en- 
tail a great expense on the railroads. 

He was, however, willing to submit a prop- 
osition to the gentlemen. They would carry 
these goods two days out of overy week, if that 
would be satisfactory. 

“I have no objection to that,“ said Mr. 
Cooledge, and the matter was so adjusted.

Messrs. T. J. Cooledge, M. M. Mauck and 
others appeared before the commission with a 
complaint against the railroads. 

Mr. Cooledge, who acted as spokesman, said 
that the railroads, with only one exception, 
would only haul paints, linseed oil and tur- 
pentine one day in the week. They wanted 
the commission to compel the railroads to 
carry these articles everyiday in the week, as 
it was a great inconvenience to their cus- 
tomers. 

Mr. Sol Haas replied in behalf of the rail- 
roads. He said that none of these articles were 
shipped by the carload, and that to carry them 
every day in the week, the other goods in the 
car would become injured and would thus en- 
tail a great expense on the railroads. 

He was, however, willing to submit a prop- 
osition to the gentlemen. They would carry 
these goods two days out of every week, if that 
would be satisfactory. 

“I have no objection to that,“ said Mr. 
Cooledge, and the matter was so adjusted.

PENITENTIARY WITHOUT 
CAUSE. 


IN THE 


* 


The Supreme Court Causes a Man's Release 
After Serving Nine Months—Through 
the Capitol. 


Governor Northen yesterday ordered the 
principal keeper of the penitentiary to release 
a prisoner under very peculiar circumstances. 

At the October term, 1890, of Houston 
superior court one J. W. Mattox was tried and 
convicted of forgery and sentenced to four 
years imprisonment. 

The offense consisted in “uttering and pub- 
lishing” a county school commissioner’s 
teacher’s certificate. The man, upon convic- 
tion, was turned over to one of the camps to 
serve his sentence. The case, however, was 
carried to the supreme court, which decided 
that the statute against forgery did not cover 
such a document as a teacher’s certificate, and 
that Mattox had not been charged in the in- 
dictment with any offense against the state. 

As soon as the remitter was received by the 
superior court, the judge ordered the discharge 
of Mattox. 

As this order, however, was not sufficient 
for the principal keeper, Governor Northen re- 
cited it, with the other facts, and ordered the 
prisoner’s discharge. He does not pardon the 
man because the supreme court has decided 
he has been guilty of no offense. He only 
releases a prisoner who, according to the 
highest court in the state, should not have 
been imprisoned at all. 

There is no doubt of the fact that John W. 
Mattox has played the part of a state convict 
for nine months in all seriousness in accord- 
ance with a sentence which a judge had no 
right to inflict, after a trial which ought never 
to have been had, and on a bill of indictment 
which the grand jury had no right to find. 

A Pardon Granted. 

Governor Northen has ordered a pardon 
issued to Benjamin G. Hall, convicted in 
Gwinnett superior court in September, 1883, 
of rape and sentenced to thirty years imprison- 
ment on the recommendation of the judge who 
tried him, the solicitor general, the county 
officers and other citizens. He has been at 
Cole City. 

Pardons Refused. 

Pardons were refused George Howell, of 
Irwin county, undergoing a five years’ sen- 
tence for mayhem, and Dave Keeves, of 
Dodge, sentenced in 1889 to nine years for 
manslaughter. The latter escaped and was 
captured. 

A Rent Receipt. 

The comptroller general receipted yesterday 
for $110, rent of the Indian Spring reservation 
for the year ending July 15, 1891. This is the 
first money received under the present con- 
tract. 0
